[MEMORANDUM ON THE SCOPE OF THE MILITARY OBLIGATIONS 
; CONTRACTED BY HIS MAJESTY’S GOVERNMENT AND BY THE 
EGYPTIAN GOVERNMENT UNDER THE ANGLO EGYPTIAN 
TREATY, 1936. 


UNDER the Anglo-Egyptian Treaty an alliance is concluded between the 
two countries as between equals (article 4). The allies agree in peace time to 
■ refrain in their relations with other countries from adopting a policy inconsistent 
with their alliance, and if either of them is engaged in a serious dispute, to 
consult together with a view to the peaceful settlement of the dispute in 
accordance with the Covenant of the League of Nations or other treaties 
applicable (articles 5 and 6). In time of war they undertake to come to each 


: assistance possible, ’ * including the use of ports, aerodromes and means of 
communication. It is accordingly for the Egyptian Government to take all the 
.administrative and legislative measures, including the establishment of martial 
l law and an effective cefisotship, necessary to render these facilities and assistance 
i effective. Further, as military precautions must be taken before war breaks out 
, if they are to be effective, it is provided that these facilities on Egyptian territory 
r shall be furnished not merely in time of war, but also in the event of “ imminent 
■ menace of war ” or “ apprehended international emergency ” (article 7). The 
\ obligations to give aid to an ally under this article are subject to the condition 
; that neither ally is called upon to give assistance in breach of the Covenant of the 
1 League of Nations or of the Paris Peace Pact. 

It will be seen that the facilities to be provided include the establishment of 
an effective censorship, but that it is for the Egyptian Government to establish it. 
It is therefore necessary, if they desire the establishment of a censorship in 
Egypt, for His Majesty’s Government to ask the Egyptian Government to impose 
it and to show that the circumstances are sueh that they have the right to demand 
it under the treaty—that there is (at lowest) an * ‘ apprehended international 
emergency ” within the meaning of the treaty. 

with reference to article 7, paragraph 2 of the Agreed Minute annexed to 
the Anglo-Egyptian Treaty places on record that apprehended international 
emergencies spring like wars and menaces of war from disputes with Powers 
which are sufficiently grave to involve “ risk of rupture” and that therefore 
article 6 would apply to disputes with third Powers which cause apprehended 
international emergencies as well as to disputes which cause wars or m e naces of 
wars. In consequence of this, there will be under article 6 consultation with 
regard to such disputes, that is to say, consultation as to the method of settling 
the dispute. Such consultation, however, does not affect the necessity of taking 
precautions as soon as the emergency arises, in view of the possibility that the 
efforts made to effect a peaceful settlement of the dispute may fail to achieve their 
object. 

Nothing in the treaty specifies in terms either that the one party or the other 
is the judge of the existence of the apprehended international emergency or 
menace of war, or that both parties must nave agreed upon its existence. In fact, 
if the United Kingdom is engaged in a dispute with a third Power and fears a 
rupture with that Power, it is not possible for Egypt to deny that a rupture is 
likely to occur, for the United Kingdom can produce a rupture if it considers it 
right to do so. Consequently, if His Majesty’s Government state that a dispute 
between the United Kingdom and another Power is likely to lead to a rupture, the 
Egyptian Government are bound to accept this statement of the position, since the 
position is something which depends upon the attitude of His Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment.

Sir, 

I have already had occasion to affirm to 
you that the Egyptian Government intends to afford 
to ths British Oovai-rmont th« most offectiTS assistance 
in « spirit of complete collaboration and I an arnicas 
to reiterate that declaration to you. 

Although the alliance provided for by the 
Treaty enters into force only lipase of aggression against 
Great Britain and the question of indirect aggression,- 
which vain attempts have been made to define and which 
raises, moreover, a difficulty of an internal constitutional 
nature, has not been provided for, the Egyptian Government 
bas not hesitated to take all. the measures requested by 
the British Government in the way of facilities or 
assistance by virtue of Article 7 of the Treaty. 

Moreover, when you informed me that it would 
be particularly welcome to the British Government that 
Egypt should formally declare herself.to be in a state 
of war with Germany, the Egyptian Government replied to 
you, by letter dated Snd September, 1939, that it was 
ready to make such declaration as soon as Great Britain *

But in the exchanges which/the despatch of 

that communication, we had envisaged the simultaneous 
entry of Germany and Italy into war, which would almost 
certainly have led to acts" of aggression and military 
operations against Egyptian territory. ' $ 

In that spirit, ana in order to guard against 
that eventuality, the Egyptian Government at that time 

approached/ 
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approached the Government of Iraq with a view to inducing 
her to associate herself with the action of Egypt and to 
eend some units for co-operation In the defence of Egyptian 
territory* 


In the same scheme of things, I stressed the 
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connnon danger which threatened Great Britain and 
Egypt and the responsibilities which the British 
Go varment were assuming, especially the presence of 
her troops on Egyptian territory* To guard against these 
dangers, I specially asked for re-inf or cement of the 
British Troops and for the supply to the Egyptian Army 
as a matter of urgency of those armaments which are 
still seriously lacking* But the hypothesis in mind 
at that time, not having been realised, and Italy having 
maintained her neutrality, the situation presented a 
different aspect* 

Even before the entry of Germany into war, the 
Egyptian Government immediately took the exceptional 
measures required by the situation* It proclaimed an 
**£tat de Siege" throughout the entire Kingdom and 
instituted censorship*. It decreed the compulsory 
inspect! o%pf vessels in the port of Alexandria and 


In the Canal ports of access, inspection outside those 

ports not being possible with the means at its disposal* 

It took precautionary measures against espimange 

and against German nationals, who have been interned. 

It proposes to prohibit all trade with German nationals 

and to sequestrate their property* 

The British Military Authorities have 

acknowledged the efficacy of these measures with which

they have expressed themselves satisfied and which they 

* 

consider sufficient. 
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On practical grounds, a formal declaration 
of a state of war with Germany would serve no useful 
purpose and would present the Egyptian Government with 

s 

no means of action which is at present not available to it. 

Hot only the state of rupture of diplomatic 
relations with Germany ecoexistent with the ”£tat de siege” 
presents, from the point of view of Anglo-Bgyptian 
co-operation in the present conflict, all the advantages 
of the, declaration of a state of war, but it permits* 
besides, certain useful contacts with neutral states 
which would otherwise be impossible*. Egypt would, 
in particular, be able to act as intermediary with the 
United States if Great Britain or France wished to obtain 
supplies of American material for their troops in 
the Near East, It seems indeed that this may likewise 
be the feeling of those other States of whose assistance 
Great Britain haB assured herself in case of war, and 
even of certalh Dominions, 

Whilst Germany has not taken the initiative 


of declaring war on Egypt in reply to the measures taken 

against her or her nationals by the Egyptian Government, 

these advantages are assured* But, whilst awaiting 

such declaration, it would not be expedient, without 

imperative reasons, to disregard such advantages. 

Nevertheless, if the development of the situation 

requires fresh measures which could only be taken on the 

basis of a formal declaration of a state of war with Germany, 

I would not fail to consider the adoption of any procedure 

governed hy the constitutional rules with that object.

Dear Dean, 

I would be obliged if we could have the views 
of the Foreign office on the following point arising out 
of the interpretation of the Anglo-EgyptIan Treaty* as 
you know under article 19 of the annex to article 9 of 
the Treaty, Great Britain has right to maintain units
